clusion that he had been murdered.

ALICE HARRISON. 
The. Well-known Actress Dies in 
Great Agony.

NEW YORK, May -4.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Alice Harrison, the well-known 
actress, died Saturday, after an illness 
of three days. She had been afflicted 
with Bright’s disease for some time.

SENATE AND HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The outlined 
programme for the Senate procedure 
this week was shattered early in tue 
day’s session by two unexpected mo 
tions.

REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—SENATE: 
Senator Perkins of California intro- 
duced with some modification the bin 
heretofore presented in the House by 
Mr. Meiklejohn of Nebraska, giving the 
President power to oppose discriminat- 
ing duties, exactions, conditions, etc., 
by. foreign countries against the prod- 
ucts of the United States. The princi- 
pal modification proposed is that giving 
the President power to suspend that 
provision of the law allowing the free 
transit of goods in bond. 

The Dupont case was unexpectedly 
brought forward on a motfon by Mr. 
Turpie of Indiana to proceed with the 
consideration of the case. Mr. Mitchell 
of Oregon, chairman of the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, stated that 
it was surprising this move should be 
made to take the case out of his hands 
when there was no disposition on the 
Republican side of the chamber to de- 
lay a vote. He had expected to So on 
with the Dupont case as soon as the 
River and Harbor Bill was out of the 
way. 

Senator Gorman interposed with a 
suggestion of a compromise by which 
the case will be taken up next Monday 
and voted on at 4 o’clock next Tuesday. 

No consent could be obtained, and the 
roll was called on Senator Turpie's mo- 
tion, which was adopted, 32 to 31. All 
the Republicans voted against the mo- 
tion, while the Democrats and four 
Populists, Senators Allen, Butler, Kyle 


and Peffer, voted for the motion. Sen- 


ator Jones of Nevada was not in the 
chamber, but Senator Stewart was and 
did not vote. The vote having been an- 
nounced, Senator Mitchell; showing 
evident feeling, despite his efforts at 
calmness, said impressively that in 
eighteen years of service this was the 
firat time he had seen such unjustifiable

After further debate a conciliatory 
tone prevailed and Senator Gorman pro- 
posed that the Dupont case be taken 
up after the River and Harbor Bill 
was dispos of, the final vote to be 
taken the ond day thereafter at 6 
o’clock. was assented to by all 
concerned, d-the incident closed. 

The River and Harbor Bill was then 
taken up. 

At 2 o’clock Senator Peffer occa- 
sioned another flurry. At that time 
the bond resolution was laid before the 
Senate as the unfinished business. It 
was supposed the resolution would give 
way, but Senator Peffer insisted on go- 
ing on, saying he had yielded to three 
appropriation bills and would yield no 
longer. 

Senator Frye, in charge of the River 
and Harbor Bill, finally moved to pro- 
ceed with that bill. The effect of this 
motion, if adopted, would have been 
to displace the bond resolution and 
practically to kill it. , 

The motion was defeated, 28 yeas, 
39 nays, as follows:

The total precipitation for the week 
was as follows: Eureka, 4.10 inches;

The fruit crop is advancing very 
slowly, while the second growth of 
leaves is just beginning to show them- 
selves on the grapevines, after having 
been so badly cut down by the frosts 
of the previous week. There has been 
no damaging frost this week, the cli- 
matic conditions, while detrimental to 
the fruit and berry crop, Have been of 
great value to the grain crop, as it has 
improved very much during the past 
seven days.

The opinion here seems 
prevail that the Spear delegation w 
be seated. 

The leaders are now engaged in look- 
ing for a siitable chairman for the 
convention.

This afternoon Frank Coombs of 
Napa became a prominent factor in the 
fight for chairman.

The 
State Republican Convention meets 
nere tomorrow, and the majority of the 
delegates are wearing McKinley badges 
and are shouting for the Ohio man. The 
sentiment is not unanimous, however. 
One of the two contesting San Fran- 
cisco delegations, that under the lead- 
ership of John D. Spreckels, is making 
a hard battle for an uninstructed dele- 
gation, and they have not yet given 
up the fight. 

Spreckels, who aspires to be the 
leader of the Republican party in this 
State, is a candidate for delegate-at- 
large. He is a pronounced Allison 
man, and today announced that if the 
convention should insist on sending an 
instructed delegation he will withdraw 
‘as a candidate, -and the Republican 
party will have to get along without 
his active support. The McKinley dele- 
gation from San Francisco immediately 
made capital out of this declaration, 
and are shouting that Spreckels is at- 
tempting to coerce the convention into 
a position that will be inimical to Me- 
Kinley's interests. Spreckels denies 
that he made the statement-credited to 
him, and says that he will abide by 
the decision of the convention. 

Owing to the wave of McKinleyism 
which appears to have swept over the 
State, it is extremely probable that sil- 
ver will suffer. There seems to be a 
disposition among the delegates to ig- 
nore silver, or at most to give free coin-. 
age but a half-hearted indorsement. 

The Los Angeles delegation caucused 
this afternoon, H. Z. Osborne was 
elected chairman and L. G. Brown of 
Pasadena, secretary. Arthur was in- 
dorsed for chairman of the convention, 
L. A. Sheldon for delegate-at-large, 
Hervey Lindley for delegate from the 
Sixth District, and McLachlan for re- 
nomination for Congressman. The 
Los Angeles delegation has 62 votes, 
which will go as a unit, and the mem- 
bers expect to exercise considerable in- 
fluence in Southern California affairs.

ON FIRST BALLOT. 


New Yorkers Beginning to Concede 
McKinley’s Nomination. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Maj. William McKinley, Jr., 
will be nominated for President on the 
first ballot at the Republican National 
Convention at St. Louis beyond a 
shadow of a doubt. Gov. Morton has 
not yet withdrawn as a candidate, al- 
though it has been apparent from the 
talk of his intimates for several days 
that he had no hope now of receiving 
the nomination. Gov. Morton, they say, 
never had any belief that he would be 
nominated except as a compromise can- 
didate, and with an almost clear ma- 
jority of delegates pledged to McKinley, 
he cannot longer have even this 
thought. 

Tonight Hon. James W. Bradley of 
inaugurated a move 
which will probably be followed by the 
delegates from all New York State. He 
is the delegate to the national conven- 
tion at St. Louis from the Seventeenth 
Congress District. In a public state- 
ment Mr. Bradley said: 7 

“No additional honor can now come 
to Levy P. Morton threugh the contin- 
vance of his Presidential candidacy. 
The duty of the hour is a prompt 
hearty recognition of the great major- 
ity sentiment within our party that 
would nominate McKinley by avclama. 
tion. With all the respect and regard 
for Gov. Morton that held me to his 
support while a reasonable chance of 
his nomination existed, I shall now heed 
the general desire of the business men 
in my section and vote for Maj. McKin- 
ley on first ballo tu... 

During the past twenty-four hours 
the reports are that Clarkson throws a 
last-hope line to Indiana to drag Harri- 
son into the race; that Manley concedes 
defeat in Vermont with a resulting cf- 
fect on Reed’s chances, and that Platt 
looks to Ohio to break from McKinley 
and to deliver at least 20 out of its 
46 votes in the convention to one of his 
opponents.

history of the struggle over the 
Presidential nomination has such an 
array of flimsy arguments against a 
candidate been printed over the names 
of men presumed to be level-headed, as 
that which both Platt and Clarkson 
have fathered. 

Joe Manley makes a candid and ec ur- 
ageous presentation of the actual situa- 
tion. He has been conspicuous in more 
national convention battles than the 
others, and is too old a warrior to be 
misled by vindictiveness or defeat into 
trying to fool the people into believing 
that that which is before their eyes 
does not exist.

STRIKERS AND STONES. 


SERIOUS CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN 
MILWAUKEE. 


Every Car Barn in the City Sur- 
rounded by an Ugly Mob—The 
Police in Some Imstances Arc 
Driven Off—Express Company’s 
Employees Quit. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

MILWAUKEE, May. 4.—The street- 
railway strike assumed a more serious 
aspect tonight. Every car barn in the 
city was surrounded by a large crowd, 
which stoned the buildings and in some 
instances drove off the police who had 
been called to guard the barns. The 
mobs were made up of sympathizers 
of the strikers, who themselves took no 
part in the demonstrations, and for 
the most part did not go near the 
barns all night. | 

The largest mobs were at the Third 
and Burleigh-street barns, where the 
patrol wagon was twice called out, 
and where two arrests, the first of the 
strike, were made. At all of the barns, 
mobs numbering from three to five 
thousand were gathered. At each the 
non-union men who took strikers’ 
places were assaulted. The inspectors | 
were rescued by the police from a large | 


mob. 

The outlook tomorrow is made much 
more serious by the announcement at a 
meeting of strikers and representatives 
of the electrical workers of the city, 
held at 10 o’clock tonight, that the elec- 
tricians in the power-house will walk 
out tomorrow morning. All the elec- 
tricians in the city will be included— 
about three hundred in number. 

Shortly after it became known that 
the electricians would take action, it 
was announced by the union that all 
the men in the car shops of the railway, 
about one hundred in all, would also 
quit work tomorrow morning and join 
the conductors and motormen.. At 6 
o’clock tonight ten lines were com- 
pletely tied up. The strikers predict 
that not a car will move tomorrow. 

EXPRESSMEN QUIT. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—The Herald this 
morning says that the initial step has 
been taken by employés of the Adams 
Express Company in a strike that may 
possibly affect the ten thousand men 
employed by that corporation. Bight 
porters in the immense freight-house of 
the express company in Forty-ninth 
street, adjoining the New York Central 
freight yards, walked out in a body re- 
‘cently. The action of those men will 
be supported by the company’s men in 
Washington, D. C., where they will stop 
work, as the result of a heavy cut in 
wages and an increase in working hours. 

A committee representing clerks, 
drivers, porters and stablemen will at 
once call upon L. C. Weir, president of 
the company, with a list of grievances. 
A committee will insist upon some as- 
surence that their demands be attended 
to within a reasonable time or else the

THEY STOLE SILVER. 


Two Black Men Who Burglied a 
Box Car. 

Edward Parker is locked up at Po- 
lice Headquarters on a charge of bur- 
glary, and the detectives are searching 
high and low for his companion, who 
is well known to them, but whose name 
they refuse to divulge. 

The search for Parker's pal has been 
in progress for some time, and Detec- 
tives Bradish and Steele of the city po- 
lice force and Detective Bowler of the 
Southern Pacific road have worked in- 
cessantly to place him behind the bars.

The silver- 
ware was consigned to the Bast, and 
Detective Bowler was detailed on the 
case, and he made an investigation at 
Saugus, which developed the fact that 
the thieves had come to this city with 
their plunder. Bowler followed, and 
procured the assistance of Detectives 
Bradish and Steele. The officers re 
furnished a description of the suspects, 
and four days after the commission of 
the crime arrested Ed Parker, alias 
Faller,“ on Fifth street between Main 
and Los Angeles streets. He was 
locked up at police headquarters, but 
his arrest was kept secret in hopes of 
arresting the other man. 

A considerable portion of the stolen 
goods was recovered by the officers, 
some .from a second-hand store on 
Commercial street and some from Mrs. 
Fenner’s pawnshop on North Main 
street. She had purchased in good 
faith sixteen spoons. 

In an ash hole in the rear of the old 
Pico House the officers found a quan- 
tity of the plunder, which had been 
broken up preparatory to melting.

THE HARBOR CONTEST, 


SOME INSIDE FACTS OF MORE OR 
LESS INTEREST. 


The Peculiar Action of Senators 
Elkins and Gorman —One of 
Huntington’s Reasons for Oppeos- 
ing San Pedro—A Woman in the 
Case—Status of the Fight. 


WASHINGTON O. C.,) April 27.— 
(Special Correspondence.) When R. C. 
Kerens reached Washington in re- 
sponse to a telegram from Gibbon, in- 
duced by a dispatch from W. C. Pat- 
terson to the latter, he caused a com- 
plete change to come over the San 
Pedro outlook. Had he come when 
first requested by Senator White, ft is 
highly probable that Senators Bilkins 
and Gorman would not have performed 
their remarkable somersault, Senator 
Elkins explained to Kerens that he 
said the majority was for Sant® Mon- 
ica, and only voted with them in ord 
to move a reconsideration. It is not 
explained why he did not carry out 
this programme and move the re 
consideration. 

It has been frequently o 
Huntington is making a harder night 
on this harbor proposition than 
has ever made upon anything. Hie 
ferret, Boyd, has shadowed the San 
Pedro delegates constantly and faith- 
fully ever since their arrival, while 
Huntington himself has been in e 
dence everywhere, and has several 
times lost the placidity of countenance 
usually characteristic of him. 

Kerens explains this remarkable in- 
terest by saying that it is a continua- 
tion of his fight against Stanford. It 
is not alone that he could have more 
complete control at Santa Monica than 
at San Pedro.

with the Crockers is giving the great 
railroad magnate a hard fight for gu- 
premacy in Pacific railroad affairs. 

It will be remembered that when 
Huntington married his present wife, 
Mrs. Stanford declined to recognize her 
socially, refused to call, and wholly 
ignored her existence. The Stanford 
house was open one day in the week 
to the poor, but was always closed to 
Mrs. Huntington. Mrs. Stanford has 
never changed her tactics toward Mrs. 
Huntington, and as the former has al- 
ways been an acknowledged society 
leader, the latter has never been able 
to enter the charmed social circle to 
which she has always aspired. The 
Huntington mansion is probably more 
elegantly furnished than any other in 
the United States, and any amount of 
money would gladly be expended to 
have the Huntington name enrolled 
with the Vanderbilts, but it is never 
seen there. All of this is attributed 
to the enmity of Mrs. Stanford. Stan- 
ford was enthusiastic in his ad- 
vocacy of a deep-sea harbor at 
San Pedro, and Huntington is, there- 
fore, so opposed to it that he would be 
willing to make any sacrifice to defeat 
the project and establish the harbor at 
Santa Monica.

And he will do it. If he owned every 
foot of land at San Pedro he would now 
fight the harbor there.

He will, therefore, fight to the last 
ditch to prevent the government from 
building a deep-sea harbor at San Pe- 
dro, and if he falls in that he will con- 
struct one at Santa Monica from his 
own resources, and continue the fight 
against San Pedro, which will result in 
lower rates in every way for the ship- 
pers of Los Angeles. 

If the — builds a deep-sea 
harbor at Santa Monica there will be 
but one, but if it is built at San Pedro 
there will be two, and Los Angeles will 
benefit by the competition. By the 
time this letter is printed the question 
of where it will be built will probably 
be settled, unless the compromise is 
effected by which it is to be left to «a 
commission to determine.

SENATOR WHITE’S AMENDMENT. 


The text of the amendment to the 
Rivers and Harbors Bill which Sena- 
tor White proposes to introduce in the 
Senate, in case he fails to have San 
Pedro substituted for Santa Monica, 
is given below. A commission consti- 
tuted as proposed in the amendment 
should be a guaranty that the decision 
arrived at will be strictly on its merits. 
The question has already been thrice 
reported upon in favé# of San Pedro 
by impartial experts. But if a fourth 
decision must be had, perhaps Senator 
White’s proposition is as good as any. 
His amendment is as follows: 


“Strike out the amendment commenc- 
ing page 35, line 13, to and including 
page 36, line 10, and insert in lieu the 
ollowing: 

For the purpose of selecting a 
proper location for a deep-sea harbor, 
either in the Bay of San Pedro, or at 
Port Los Angeles in the Bay of Santa 
Monica, on the coast of Los Angeles 
county, California, a board consisting 
of three persons, one of whom shall be 
an officer of the United States Navy 


with rank of not less than commander, 
to be appointed by the Secretary of the 


Navy; one member of the Corps of En- 
gineers of the United States Army, to 
be selected by the Secretary of ar, 
and one member of the Coast and Ge- 
odetic Survey, to be selected by the Su- 
perimtendent of Survey, shall personally 
examine the more northerly location in 
said Santa Monica Bay at Port Los An- 
geles, shown upon the first chart of the 
House executive document numbered 
41, Fifty-second Congress, as the pro- 
posed place for a breakwater and deep- 
sea harbor, and shall also examine the 
location recommended for a breakwa- 
ter and deep-sea harbor by the Board 
of Engineers of the United States Army, 
and shall determine the relative merits 
of said locations, ahd shall designate 
which of said locations is more elgible 
for such breakwater and deep-sea har- 
bor, and shall report to the Secretary of 
War their finding in the premises, and 
the decision of the majority of said 
board ‘as to said location shall be con- 


-clusive, and $100,000 is hereby appropri- 


ated for a deep-sea harbor, to be con- 
structed at a point so selected by the 

rd; and, if said board shall select 
said location at Port Los Angeles, then 
the breakwater for which this appro- 
priation is made shall be constructed 
substantially as shown on said first 
chart in the House executive document 
numbered 41, Fifty-second Congress, or 
if said board shall select a location at 
San edro, then the breakwater for 
which this appropriation is made shall 
be constructed substantially as recom- 
mended by said board of engineers, 
provided that the Secretary of War 
may make contracts for the comple- 
tion of said work, to be paid for as ap- 
propriations may be made from time to 
time, according to law, not exceeding 
in the aggregate $2,998,000, exclusive of 
the amount herein and heretofore ap- 
propriated, provided, however, that, if 
said board shall report in favor of the 
construction of a breakwater at Port 
Los Angeles, no expenditure of any 
part of the money hereby appropriated 
shall be made. until the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, or the owner or owners 
thereof, shall execute an agreement 
and file ‘the same with the Secretary of 
War, that any railroad company .may 
equally share with said owner or own- 
ers in the use of the pier now con- 
structed on the site of said harbor and 
the approaches thereto, situated west- 
erly of the easterly ‘entrance to Santa 
Monica tunnel, upon paying its propor-

Movement Favoring Carlisle is 
Taking on Shape. 


The California Press Insist Dele- 
gates Being Instructed.

(Washington Star:) The movement to 
make Secretary Carlisle the candidate 
of the sound-money Democrats for 
President is taking a shape which leads 
his friends to believe that he will be 
practically the only candidate before 
the convention.

He 
will not be an avowed candidate in the 
sense that party workers will be seek- 
ing pledges of personal votes for him, 
but it is believed that the sound-money 
men will feel a general disposition to 
support him, and that many southern 
delegations will warmly welcome the 
idea of running a southern man upon 
the national ticket. The Vice-Presi- 
dency in such a case will go to the 
East, and there will be ample field for 
choice among such men as Gov.

Much interest and indignation have 
been aroused throughout the Coast by 
the exposure of the gross attempt to 
deceive Congress in the interest of the 
Southern Pacific Company by means of 
forged petitions that was engineered in 
the Evening Express office. Under the 
head: “A Southern Pacific Forgery 
Mill,” the Examiner says editorially: 
Much surprise has been expressed in 
Huntingtonian circles in Congress at 
the dissensions among the people of Los 
Angeles over the proper site for a deep- 
sea harbor. This bewilderment will dis- 
appear when the Congressmen study 
the remarkable methods by which the 
alleged sentiment in favor of Santa 
Monica was worked up. They will see 
then that the so-called dissensions in 
Los Angeles had no existence; that the 
feeling there was all one way, and that 
the expressions in favor of the Santa 
Monica job were obtained by unblush- 
ing fraud, shading down through all the 
grades of false pretenses, from forgery 
to the invention of fictitious characters. 
“For a starter, the name of Harrison 
Gray Otis, the most conspicuous and 
‘zealous of all the opponents of the 
Huntington scheme, was forged on a 
petition for the Santa Monica appropri- 
ation. Then men were hired to fill up 
similar petitions with any names that 
could be found. The most respectable 
way adopted was to take the petitions 


Santa Monica. Real signatures were ob- 
tained in that way. In other cases the 
men engaged went into the saloons and 
the disreputable quarters of the town 
and got the names of any bummers 
that could be induced to sign. When 
the supply of bar-room loafers ran out 
the names were invented off-hand. One 
petition purports to represent the labor 


Carrere, (H. Z. Os- 
borne is editor of the Express, Carrere 
is his assistant.—Ed. Times,) told him 
‘that he had a big scheme on hand 
which meant a great deal of money for 
him (Carrere,)and that he would be able 
to use in it affiant’s services and pay 
affiant well; that afterward Carrere 
went into details and informed affiant 
that he had undertaken to make the 
fight for the Southern Pacific in en- 
deavoring to get the harbor appropria- 
tion for Santa Monica.’ The witness ac- 
cordingly tried to circulate a petition 
for the appropriation, ‘but his reception 
from the business men at whose places 
he called and their universal refusal to

‘Carrere then instructed affiant to 
take ‘the petition out and get names on 


it some way that what they wanted 


‘was names, it made no difference what 


was filled out. Affiant then went to a 
young man named E. D. Morris, and he 
induced Morris to get names upon the 
petition. Morris explained to affiant 
that he filled out the petition with 
names by signing a great many names 
himself, and got any person whom he 
could pick up about San Pedro street 
and other places of like character to 

his Own name and other names. 
Affiant at one time saw one of these 
parties whom Morris approached sign 
his own name and then sign several 
others. Affiant pretended to be sur- 
prised, and said: “What are you doing 
that for?“ When the party laughed 
and said: “Oh! I can write a dozen 
different hands.“ 

“* Afiant took the petitions and deliv- 
fast as they in from 

0 arrere, and Carrere paid 
affiant the money for them.’ 

These proceedings were kept up, 
varied by visits to Santa Monica and 
the Southern Pacific shops to get genu- 
ine signatures of ‘laboring men,’ and 
were duly reported to the editor of the 


organ. 

“ “Carrere was greatly pleased with the 
success of the men whom I sent to 
Santa Monica; said this was his great 
scheme; said he was engineering it, 
and that if I said anything about it it 
would give the whole thing away, and 
the railroad would lose the harbor. He 
repeatedly told me not fo say who he 
met or went with, and told me he would 
pay me $4 or $5 a day for my services. 
I asked him where the money was com- 
ing from, whether he was to pay me or 
the railroad company. He said the 
railroad would pay, that money was no 
object to the company in this case, and 
the rajlroad people had barrels of it for 
use in gecuring matter with which to 
influence Congress. 

“In talking with me he repeatedly 

“I don’t care for individual 
names; they don’t matter, All I care for 
is.the number of names.” And he got 
them—fictitious and those of railroad 
employés—all .of which seemed to be 
perfectly satisfactory to him and to 
the company.’ 

This exposure has come just in time 
to assist the Senate to an intelligent 
vote upon the Huntington proposition.

The “Scott fran- 
chise” people were instructed to at once 
light up the City.Hall or forfeit their 
franchise. The lease of land for public 
market purposes was amended to run 
five years instead of ten, as was orig- 
inally intended. The work of taking the 
school census of the city was finished 
yesterday and the figures were given 
out. 

At the Courthouse yesterday, Mon- 
day’s usual quietude was broken by the 
filing of an action for damages in the 
sum of $25,000, suit being brought by 
Fred McCoy for alienation of his wife’s 
affections. A complaint was sworn out 


in the District Attorney’s office late last 


evening, charging F. Stillman with ob- 
taining money by false pretenses. Ben- 
nett, charged with murder, was admit- 
ted to bail in $5000. Alois Kratzer was 
held by Justice Young in peace bonds 
of $250. The first incorporation in four 
woeks was filed yesterday.

| Important Change Made in the Pub- 
lic Market Lease. 


A message was received by the Coun- 
cll, during the afternoon session, from 
the Mayor, in relation to the leasing of 
property at Ninth and Los Angeles 
streets for public market purposes, the 
message reading as follows: 

“To the Honorable Council: I return 
herewith, without approval, a lease 
with Jacoby and May for certain lands, 
presumably for market purposes, in 
the Botillier tract, approved by the 
Council April 20, 1896. While I am 
heartily in favor of the proposition of 
establishing a market at some central 
and convenient point, I nevertheless 
doubt the wisdom of entering into an 
unconditional lease for the full period 
of ten years. For the proper protec- 
tion of the city, therefore, two impor- 
tant conditions should be embodied in 
an instrument of this nature. First, 
the right of the city to discontinue the 
use of said leased premises before the 
expiration of ten years, should the 
venture prove unsucessful, and, second, 
the right of the city to remove all im- 
provements pl on said leased 
ground by the city, whenever said 


ing instrument is submitted for your 
consideration.“ 

The accompanying instrument refer- 
red to by the Mayor was a new lease, 
embodying the ideas suggested in his 
message and substituting five years in- 
stead of ten as the time for the lease 
to run. The lease, with these changes 
incorporated in it, was adopted by the 
Council. 

The Sewer Committee’s report, re- 
garding the work of the Ojl Inspector 
and the condition of the oil district, was 
adopted by the Council, despite the re- 
quest of Councilman Snyder that the 
report be laid over,one week, to allow 
of certain provisions being incorporated 
into the same. By the adoption of the 
report, the Oil Inspector is relieved of

EDERAL COURTS. 


Water Suit Decided by 

Judge Ross. 

An important opinion on the question 
of water rates was yestefday handed 
down by Judge Ross of the United 
States Circuit Court, the case in ques- 
tion being an action brought by. the 
San Diego: Land and Town Company 
against the city of National City et al., 
to annul the water rates established by 
ordinance of the Board of Trustees by 
obtaining a decree of the court adjudg- 
ing the provisions of. the Constitution 
and laws of the State of California, un- 
der which the proceedings were had, to 
be in violation of thefourteenth amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United 
States. Falling in this, the complain- 
ant desires that the rates in question 
be decreed to be arbitrary, unreason- 
able and unjust, and therefore void, 
ahd their enforcement enjoined, and 
that the Board of Trustees be required 
to adopt a new and reasonable rate of 
charge. Alsd that it be decreed that 
the nd and Town Company is enti- 
tled to charge and collect for water 
rights at reasonable rates, as a condi- 
tion upon which it will furnish water 
to the inhabitants of the city for the 
purpose of irrigation, independent of 
the rates fixed by the Board of Trus- 
tees for water sold and furnished b 
the company. 

Judge Ross, after an elaborate re- 
view of the law points in the case, de- 
cides against the Land and Town Com- 
pany, and orders the bill to be - 
missed at cost of the complainant. The 
complainant corporation was organized 
and now exists under the laws of Kan- 


sas, which provide for the acquisition 


of property rights and the transaction 
of business’ in California, subject, of 


course, to the Constitution and laws of | 


this State; and the constitutional pro- 


vision which c seeks to avoid declares * 


the use of all water now or hereafter 
appropriated for sale, rental, or distri- 
bution, to be a public use, for which the 
rates of compensation must be fixed 
annually by the governing body of the 
city or county. in question. If any per- 
son or corporation should collect water 
rates otherwise than as so established, 
the franchises and waterworks of: the 


or county for public use. 

Judge Ross holds that the complain- 
ant came to California and acquired 
the water and water rights which form 
the basis of its suit under arid by vir- 
tue of laws passed pursuant to that pro- 
vision of the Constitution of the State 
which: it now asks to assall as being 
contrary to the provisions of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. The cor- 
poration cannot rely upon the Consti- 
tution of-California as a valid basis for 
the acquisition of its asserted rights, 
and, at the same time, to treat as void 
the same provisions where they i 
a burden in connection with these 
rights. Taking the benefit, it assumed 
the burden, and cannot assert the one 
and repudiate the other. 

As the rates fixed by ordinance were 
admitted to be reasonable; the chief 
point of discussion was about the an- 
nual extra charge for the so-called wa- 
ter right.“ which amounted to $60 per 
acre in some cases, and $100 in others. 
This extra: charge was made to reim- 
burse the. company for the expense of 
putting in an extensive and elaborate 
system of pipes, the country not being 
settled as thickly as was hoped when 
the plant was put in. Judge Ross, how- 
ever, decides that it is not entitled to 
this rate, as the consumers ot water 
are not responsible for the profits or 
losses attending the speculations of 
the company.

Angelina Circle, No. 106, Companions 

of the Forest, has ceased to be compan- 
idnable to such an extent that a pretty 
extensive split has made two hemis- 
pheres of the erstwhile symmetrical 
globe, and much’ vivid animosity pre- 
valls between the factions of the re- 
cently reinstated lodge. 

There is pretty strong evidence to 
support the supposition that it all 
arose from a severe attack of feminine 
jealousy. Mrs. M. A. Merry, formerly 
chairman of the board of trustees in the 
suspended lodge, was a candidate for 
the office of grand chief companion at 
the last election, when Mrs. Annie 
HB. Andrews was elected by lama- 
tion. This is said to have rankled in 
the bosom of Mrs. Merry to such an 
extent that she came home to Los An- 
geles and vowed she “would’nt play.” 
Her views were shared by Mrs. ng- 
berg, Mrs. Hamble, Mrs. Garber, Mrs. 
Walker, Mrs. McCoy and several others, 
and their united efforts are alleged to 
have spread disaffection in the Angelina 
Circle to such a degree that the charter 
was returned to the Grand Circle. 

A new law to which somé of the cir- 
cles took exception was the ostensible 
reason for the return of the charter and 
the disbanding of the lodge, and it was 
promptly suspended by the Grand Cir- 
cle for infringement of the laws, rit- 
unal and ceremonial of the order, and 
refusal to hold regular meetings. Ac- 
cording to the constitution of the order, 
this suspension, if continued for eignt- 
eén months, amounted to perpetual ex- 
pulsion, and some of the members of 
the. suspended circle soon began to 
take active measures to be reinstated 
working body. 

he circle consisted of about sixty 
members, divided into nearly equal fac- 
tions. Only thirty-four members are 
said to have been present at the meet- 
ing in which the extreme step of re- 
turning the charter was taken, and 
the authorities assert that not a single 
feature of the transaction was con- 
ducted in a legal way,.and according 
to the rules of the order. 

After a time, the other faction peti- 
tioned for reinstatement, it being a law 
of the order that a petition signed by 
twenty members shall be sufficient for 
the reinstatement of a suspended lodge, 
provided that the petitioners swear 
that they were not directly responsible 
for the cause of the suspension, and 

e themselves to conform to and 

ide by the constitution and general 
lawa of the order. This petition was 
addressed to the Hxecutive Committee 
of the Grand Circle of California, and 
was signed by twenty-two members of 
the lodge, the list of petit 
tioners being headed by Lewis Thorne, 
pest supreme chief ranger of the United 

es. 

Mrs. Andrews, in her capacity of 
grand chief companion, and acting 
with the advice and codperation- of her 
entire Executive Committee, granted 
the petition, and reinstated Angelina 
Circle, No. 106, to its posttion as a work- 
ing body, her action being ‘indorsed by 
every grand officer of both divisions, as 
well as by Lewis Thorne, past supreme 
chief-ranger of the United States, and 
by C. H. Bremer, past supreme chief 
companion of the order. 

The ceremony of the reinstatement 


took place last Mon evening, but 
the disaffected faction refuses to recog- 
n it as valid, and asserts its wish to 


remain out of the order. This hope will 
pfobably be realized, for the thirty-four 
contumacious members have been for- 
lly expelled from the order, and are 
cklisted in every circle in California. 
It is alleged that the Ethiopian 

the woodpile is the desire of the work- 
members of Angelina Circle to re- 
cover the paraphernalia and funds of 
t „ which still remain in the 
hands of the other party. Mrs. Andrews 
herself is authority for the direct state- 
ment that at the disbanding of the 
lodge, the regalia was not turned over 
until a portion of it was taken posses- 
sion of by one of the grand officers. 1 
funds of the lodge, according to the 
rand chief companion, were drawn 
rom the bank by the authority of the 
trustees, and have never been accounted 
for. As the sum is in the neighborhood 
of $300, and the books and great seal of 
the lodge have also been retained, the 
desire of the lodge to be reinstated is 
but natural. Mrs. Andrews is almost 
equally anxious to see Angelina Circle 
become again a working body in good 
standing, for only under such circum- 
stances can legal proceedings be taken 
for the recovery of the funds and par- 

aphernalia belonging to the lodge.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY.

Have Done Nothing to Develop the

Passes Through Los Angeles on His 
Way to New York—He is Out and 
Out for McKinley—The Nation’s 
Choice. 


— 


Hon. U. 8. Grant, the son of the 
great general and statesman, passed 
through the city last evening 6n his 
way east. It was on October 31, 1893, 
that Mr. Grant cast his fortunes with 
California, taking up his residence at 
San Diego, and becoming a registered 
citizen of the State. In the two years 
and a half since Mr. Grant and his 
family have not been East, confining 
their traveling to.California. Now the 
distinguished citizen of San Diego 
is on his way to his New York 
farm, fifty miles from the metropolis, 
accompanied by his wife, his five chil- 
dren and three maids. 

“It is probable my family will stay 
East till the snow filles,” said Mr. Grant 
last evening. “I want the children to 
gee some snow, it will be such a novel 
experience. I myself want to be back 
in California in time to vote for Mc- 
Kinley. 

“It seems to me it is not possible that 
McKinley should be defeated. I am not 
a politician myself, but everything 
seems to point to his nomination on 
the first ballot. The estimates of the 
vote of the convention which have 
been made by Gen. Grosvenor seem to 
me conclusive. Things have been mov- 
ing toward that end for four years. 

“All my life I have been a Republi- 
can, and of course I have always been 
a believer in protection, for the 0 
words mean the same thing. I have 
never met McKinley, but he has always 

my respect as an able and honest 
man. At the national convention when 
my father was a candidate for the 
third time, McKinley came as a dele- 
gate, pledged to work for Sherman.

COAL AND IRON. 


Recent Discoveries in Newfound- 
land with Important Bearings. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, May 4.—A special] to the 
Inter Ocean from St. Johns, N. F., 
says that the recent discoveries of great 
beds of coal and iron on this island 
have attracted the attention of the Brit- 
ish admiralty, and it is learned the 
decision has been arrived at by that 
department to make an investigation 
of this port. The reasons justifying this 
ate many and forceful, and the new 
departure cannot fail to have a pow- 

ul effect in molding the future of the 
British possessions in North America. 
Newfoundland stands at the mouth of 
the River St. Lawrence, and thus has 
control of the whole marine traffic of 
Canada, and at the same time it com- 
mands the whole North Atlantic and 
the commerce of Europe and America, 
A militia force is being projected here. 
The British government will supply the 
arms and ammunition, the local gov- 
ernment offers a drill hall and armory, 
and the men will provide their own 
equipment. Much enthusiasm has been 
aroused and the younger folks are full 
of the scheme. It is proposed to form 
several infantry companies in various 
parts of the island, besides an ar- 
tillery battalion for St. James.

FORGED Ty E CHECKS. 


THREE MEN CHARGED WITH * 
EXTENSIVE FRAUD. 


Sold Fictitious Checks to Brokers 
and Were Bold Enough to File 
a Mechanic’s Lien—It Will Reach 
into Thousands. 


Three men, known as “Judge” A. 
M. Carpenter, Frank Hamm and 
George Mitchell were locked up in the 
City Jail last evening, charged with 
forgery, though they were not recorded 
on the books. 

The crime with which they are 
charged was a cleverly-planned scheme 
to defraud, and but for some trifling lau- 
cident which intervened, would have 
cleared up quite a comfortable sum of 
money.
